28, and officers tvere elected 
to serve until S atu rd a y , November 4, 
when a perm anent organization will 
be perfected. Albert Spencer, tem po­ 
rary president; R. H. Rosengurfc, 
tem porary vice president; and C. S. 
W elsch, tem porary secretary. 
Time has proven beyond all p e ra d ­ 
venture of a doubt that it is a b so ­ 
lutely necessary to organize to accom ­ 
plish anything and get results. Truck 
and fruit grow ers in other sections of 
Texas and the United States have 
saved many thousand to the individ­ 
ual growers because of ah o rg an iz a ­ 
tion. 
A truck growers association 
saves money to its members in the 
purchase of seeds and in the dispos­ 
al of the produce by securing a good 
m arket and obviating the necessity of 
having to 
wait until the stuff 
is 
shipped before securing the money for 
it, and In m any other ways. If o r­ 
ganization did not pay, then the veg­ 
etable growers of south and east T ex­ 
as would not m aintain offices in sev­ 


eral cities to look after the welfare of 
its members. 
A live truck growing 
association not only insures a good 
m arket for its members but usually 
procures for them good service from 
the railro a d s throughout the country, 
and where fcood tra n s it Cation facil­ 
ities are afforded, the grower usually 
gets the top prices for his sttvff q u a l­ 
ity considered. 
It is hoped that all who have raised 
truck in the past will be at the meet­ 
ing S aturday afternoon to assist in 
organizing and express themselves 
on the questions concerning the o r­ 
ganization. 
Every one who raises 
vegetables of any kind, if not more 
than half an acre and wants a market 
for what he raises should be at the 
meeting S atu rd ay afternoon in the 
court house anti come prepared to ex­ 
press his views. 
T h e secretary of the commercial 
club is anxious to assist the farmers 
of W ise county in the upbuilding of 
this section and is doing everything 
that lies within his power looking 
towards that end. All that is asked 
of the farm ers of the county who want 
to see W ise ykept at the top .of the 
counties of Texas in point of p ro ­ 
duction is to cooperate with him in 
the work. It is for the benefit of W ise 
county and Decatur that an. o rg an i­ 
zation is sought of the truck growers. 
W hen the secretary has a list of the 
farm ers who grow irufek, the acreage 
and kind of tru rk planted a good m ar­ 
ket can be procured, and trouble of 
all kinds in m arketing obviated.

ALL LANO IN COTTON 
NO PROFIT TO FARMER 


An Observer Gives Some 
Pertinent Reflections 


“ Boil it all down and make a long 
story s h o rt,” said a man in the Mes­ 
senger office W ednesday, “ we p ro­ 
duce too little in proportion to the 
amount we consume, not only 
in 
Texas but right here in W ise county. 
The surplus equals the profit and 
there’s not enough surplus, or profit,” 
said he. 
“ We have a prosperous country all 
right, but it is not highly prosperous. 
Reasonable prosperity is not enough 
in this progressive age to compete 
with highly prosperous comm unities.” 
He averred that the low price of 
cotton has robbed W ise county of the 
profits 
of 
agricultural effort and 
production. 
v.__ 
“ This is through no fault of our 
people, this year, barring some ex­ 
ceptions; but if we had planted a 
sm aller acreage to cotton many of 
1 o u r people would have had more time 
to devote to feed crops and vegeta- 
( bles—diversification in its simplest 
sense. 
It does not pay to plgfcit such 
a quantity of cotton that It m onopo­ 
lizes the ‘attention of everybody on 
the farm, to the exclusion of other 
and more profitable c ro p s.” 
He continued: “ Some of o ur people

whole families, to 
a money-losing 
Crop, and must now buy high-priced 
feed that is shipped here. 
Many of 
these are selling their hogs, another 
monev-iosing proposition, and all bu* 
cause they 
overloaded 
themselves 
with 
a 
money-losing cotton crop. 
'Phis applies to much territo ry but I 
am speaking, principally, of Wise 
ceunty, and it ought not to b e .” 
“ Take a look at our grocery stores.

Irish potato*, tweet potato#, onions, 
cabbage, beans, 
tomatoes, 
celery, 
peaches, pears, apples, g rapes aud 
other fruits and vegetables, all sh ip ­ 
ped in here and sold, necessarily, at 
a high price. 
Home came from t al i - 
fornia, with both freight ami express 
charges, and nearly all could have 
been easily raised here. <*fd take the 
proceeds of a money-losing cotton 
crop to buy the above products, in 
addition to the large num ber of other 
things we are compelled to buy, is 
financial suicide. 
But, I am sorry to 
say we are committing that 
very 
thing, as expensive and us unwise us 
it appears to be. ” 
“ Jn addition, consider the immense 
amount of money that must now be 
taken from this same m oney-losing 
cotton crop with which to buy feed- 
the feed this same crop prevented us 
from raisin g !” 
“ Verily, a losing cotton crop is 
like a two-edged sw ord—it cuts sever­ 
al different ways, and each way a 
losing one. 
lf the average farm er 
with the average 
family makes Id 
bales of cotton worth $800 and spends 
$700 for farrm&nd family expenses and 
$100 for feed where is the profit? Then 
suppose the value of the cotton goes 
down to $480, o r less, as it has done, 
I believe cotton is the m ost deceptive, 
and at times the most disappointing 
crop ever raised .” 
“ Already several carlo ad s ef feed 
have arrived but nothing like what is 
yet to come. 
Borne 
m u tt borrow 
money at high interest re le t with 
which to buy high-priced feed aud 
bacon and beans; produced elsewhere, 
another of the penalties. 
No wander 
people are going West and North to 
escape the yoke of King C o tto n .” 
“ There is only one way to correct a 
condition of this kind. 
D on’t over­ 
load with cotton so that diversifica­ 
tion 
is 
impossible: 
but diversify 
crops at all hazard s,” 
“ Diversification is the profit p ro­ 
ducer, the living m aker, the m ortgage 
lifter. 
Since living is so high, grow 
the living. 
Raise more garden stuff, 
more poultry and eggs and butter, 
or cream. 
Next year and thereafter 
raise 
more feed and consequently 
more pigs aud calves and colts. Sheep 
are good things on a farm and are 
profitable. ” 
“ We cannot buy all we are buying, 
pay for it out of a money-losing crop 
and have prosperity—It it absolutely 
im possible.” 
“ Jim Foster, living west of Sandy, 
made several hundred d ollars this 
year from one acre of onions; Kay 
Thom as made good last and this year 
growing sweet po ta tot; J. F . Meeks 
made his feed and good money with 
ratio maize and VV. M. Stephenson 
was very successful with tomatoes; 
there are o th ers.” 
“ W here is the man who has made a 
profit on cotton? Show me one and 
I ’ll show you 500 losers! W hat of 
next year? Think the acreage will be 
reduced? Well, they will talk reduc­ 
tion will end up with an in crease.” 
“ Five hundred men in W ise county 
could have made money with onions 
as Jim Foster did; probably not so 
much but could have quadrupled the 
amount produced by the same acreage 
in cotton. 
Ditto as to potato# and 
other necessary edibles 
and feeds. 
Five hundred more men could have 
made feed crops after the rains in 
July had they not been handicapped 
with two much cotton, and cotton, 
too, wh5ch proved a loss.” 
“ In 1805 it was suggested to a farm­ 
er that he plant less cotton, seeing 
the staple was bringing around five 
cents per pound; he said he must 
have so much money and was com­ 
pelled to double his acreage in cotton 
in order to get that amount. 
Thou­ 
sands thought just as he d id .” 
“ Do you suppose we are a pproacis­ 
ing a sim ilar condition as in 1806? 
God forbid ! 
W ith the high cost of 
living now can you think of a worse 
calam ity?’* 
“ Mr. Charles Metcalf says it costs 
10 cents per p o u n ^ to produce cotton. 
W e all know it cannot be produced 
for nine cents. 
Suppose it goes down

STATE SUPT. RRALLY 


MAKES AN ADDRESS 


Trustees’ Conference Has 
Splendid Session Here 


On Thursday of last week a very 
successful session of the trustee*’ con* 
fetvnOe wa# held at the court house. 
Rev. J. L. W ard opened the meeting, 
after which Dr. P.O. Funk of Bridge* 
po rt made an interesting talk mn th® 
educational conference work. 
Hon, 
T. J . M cM urray also addressed tho 
gathering in a very beneficial talk. 
The m orning program was greatly 
enjoyed, and a good number of lr aa* 
tees wee® present. 
At 2 p. rn. teach* 
ers and trustees heard Supt. Brei ley. 
The address of State Superintend* 
ent Hedley In Decatur on T h ursday 
of last weak was a treat to the largo 
crowd of teachers and patron* who 
heard him. 
He was introduced In a 
neat speech by S upt. Simpson. 
The speaker opened by saying he 
had a peculiar Interest in the educe* 
lienal affairs of WI rn county, and 
paid the teaching body a very high 
compliment. 
Continuing 
he said; 
“ H i s more im portant to you who 
you have for County Superintendent 
than who you have for governor; an d 
it is far in or# im portant who you hat'® 
for a teacher than who you have 
for County jSuneruitendent, for on the 
kind of teaching done depends tho 
welfare of any community. The tro u ­ 
ble Is that many people believe In 
schools till von reach their pocket* 
books in the work, then they loose 
interest.” . 
The speaker showed tho &reat Im* 
portance of teachers’ institutes, tell­ 
ing of the great advancement possi­ 
ble in well-regulated institutes. 
Ho 
made a defense for the now school 
law', and said th at 
high 
schools 
should be established and m aintained 
in the Interest of the school children 
of the state. 
It was shown that Texas has not an 
efficient school system, and that this 
state doe* not spend over one-half as 
much per capita on the children aa 
the average in other states. 
We also 
have the shortest average school term 
of any other state. 
Home other of 
the conditions in Texas were pointed 
out: 
We have l l , .’WI schools in th® 
state, M25 with less than six m onths 
school term a n d HOO with less than 
three m onths’ term. There are 4000 
school houses without desks, the stu ­ 
dents In these numbering 
200,000. 
Most of the 
schools have neither 
libraries nor laboratories. 
In th® 
country districts 48 out of every IOO 
are absent every day. There are very 
few accessable high schools. 
The speaker then made a strong 
plea for better methods, saying th at 
schools would not grow out of the 
ground, but must be made by an a p ­ 
plication of sound business judgment, 
Common sense and experience, and 
that system was a most im po rtan t 
thing. 
The speaker pointed out that we 
were progressing, having spent more 
in the past year for school buildings 
than any other state, and he seemed 
optimistic as to the outlook. 
Supt. Braljey did not believe in 
local self governm ent in school m at­ 
ters: as Wise pays 123,000 into the 
state fund and receives back $41,000* 
the state should have a part In con* 
trolling the school system 
Here the speaker pointed out th® 
following trouble* now existing in 
the rural school districts: Lack of o r­ 
ganization in 
individual 
schools* 
lack of co rrelation among country 
schools, lack of ru ral high schools; 
anti 
the failure to transfer to high 
school when the intermediate cou n try 
sch o o l is finished. 
He believed these 
troubles were being remedied, and 
th at the country school was now u n ­ 
dergoing rap lo improvement. 
The speaker cloned by up-holding 
o7 ( o ^ 7 t T a » ‘ done’u and j 1^ certificate law, and .thoued the
